— To  see  if  the  town  will  borrow  money  to  meet  any  liabilities  of  the  town,  or  pass 
any  vote  relative  thereto.

Art.  7.— To  determine  the  manner  of  collecting  taxes  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8. — To  see  if  the  town  will  employ  some  person  to  take  care  of  the  town  hall  and  ring 
the  church  bell  the  ensuing  year,  or  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Art.  9. — To  bring  in  their  ballots  “Yes”  or  “No,”  in  answer  to  the  questiou,  “Shall  license 
for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  be  granted  in  this  town?” 

Art.  10. — To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow  for  men  and  teams  in  repairing 
highways  and  opening  roads  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  II. — To  see  if  the  town  will  abate  any  taxes  that  may  be  presented  for  abatement.
